Jackson bad oeen superintendent of the 
railway mail service for the middle 
states, an bad gained a wide reputation 
for efficiency in his important depart­ 
ment. A criticism of his removal, and 
an endorsement of his reinstatement, is 
taken from the New York Mail and Ex­ 
press: 
Mr. Jackson who was practically re­ 
moved on tie first of October, last year, 
not only without the, slightest pretence 
of cause, butiu tho faoo of a most honor­ 
able record {or ability and efficiency and 
character and as well known to the busi-I 
Dees comm unity of this section as in tbe 
department in whose service he bad ris­ 
en by merit from January, 1864, step by 
step, by unsolicited promotions. 
That this outrage was resented by all 
those who were familiar with his course 
and conduct as superintendent of the 
railway mail service for this region, the 
files of the leading newspapers that were 
best informed as to bis official career will 
furnish abundant proof. We could fill 
the wbolo of our eight-page paper with 
His restoration to the official position 
whioh was needed for a democratic fa­ 
vorite was a matter c f course, as bood as 
the posttffice department was organized 
under a sincerely civil service reform 
administration.

ED W A R D P. ALLIS D E A D . 


The W ealthy M ilw aukeean Succumb* 
to Illness of Short D uration. 
M ilw a u k e e , Wis., April 2.—Residents 
of this city wore shocked Monday evening 
to hear of the death at 10:30 o’clock of 
Edward P. Allis, the founder and chief 
owner of tho Reliance iron works, which 
ranks among the largest concerns of the 
kind in the country.

Tho business proving distaste­ 
ful to bim ho, with two partners, pur­ 
chased some small shops on West Water 
streot and from thoso built tho great es­ 
tablishment of which ho still retained tho 
active management np to tho time of his 
death. 
Ho married Miss Margaret M. 
Watson, of Geneva, N. Y., who, with 
eleven children, survives him.

tained, but is estimated at several millions.

W ho A re E n title d to T ake th e C oveted 
Lands* 
W ashington, April 2.—Tho commis­ 
sioner of tho goneral land office, with tho 
approval of Secretary Noble, has issued to 
the registers and receivers of the newly 
established land offices in Oklahoma a let­ 
ter of instructions in regard to tho settle­ 
ment of the Territory. 
It says: 
“ Tho 
statute provides for tho disposal of these 
lands to actual settlers uuder the home­ 
stead laws only, wliilo providing that ‘tho 
rights of honorably 
discharged Union 
soldiers aud sailors in tho late civil war as 
defined and described iii sections 2,304 and 
2,305 of tho revised statutes shall not bo 
abridged! Soldiers’ or sailors’ additional 
entries can not bo made on these lauds 
under sections 2,300 and 2,307 unless tho 
party claiming will, in addition to tho 
proof required, make affidavit that tho 
entry is made for actual settlement and 
cultivation, and tho proscribed proof of 
compliance therewith will bo required to 
be produced before tho issuo of final 
certificate. 
It is provided in the statue 
that section 2,301 of tho revised statues 
shall not apply to these lands. 
Therefore 
entries made thereon will not bo subject 
to commutation under that section. 
Any 
person applying to enter or file for home 
stead will lie required first to 
make 
affidavit, in addition to other requirements, 
that ho did not violate tho law by entering 
upon and occupying any portion of the 
lands 
described 
in 
tho 
President’ 
proclamation of March 23, 1885, prior 
12 o’clock noon April 22, 
18*3, 
the 
affidavit to accompany the returns for 
the entry allowed.”

Later the body of tho infant son Richard, 
aged 2 years, was found in tho basement, a 
hole having burnod through 
tho floor 
through which the body had fallen. 
Thero was every indication that the 
mother had deliberately burned herself 
and hor children to death. 
They had all 
occupied tho same bed. 
Tho smoke from 
tho tire built beneath it had smothered 
them all. 
Mrs. Kinlein’s body was terri­ 
bly disfigured. 
The clothing and hair had 
been burned off aud her two feet were 
nearly gone. 
Tho children, too, were hor­ 
ribly burned, and it was a shocking sight 
that met the firemen when they had forced 
their way into the little room. 
Mrs. Kinlein’s husband, who was a car­ 
penter, died about ten months ago, and 
she supported herself by taking in wash­ 
ing.

One of the problems confronting the 
metropolis is that of shifting the superflu­ 
ous population of one part pf tho city to 
i ho unsettled portions of another. 
TI ie 
city of New York covers forty-ono and 
one-half square miles, but one third of this 
area is unoccupied land, most of which is 
not even divided into lots. 
Thoro is room 
within the boundaries of tho city to accom­ 
modate throe millions of people, yet with 
a population of but 1,1200,1HK), it* is tho 
most crowded Christian city in the world. 
London, with its great masses of humanity, 
has but seven persons to a dwelling. Phila­ 
delphia, the second in sizo of American 
cities, averages seven and one-tialf, while 
New York averages sixteen and one-half. 
Perhaps this overcrowded condition may bo 
mode more forcible by mentioning the fol­ 
lowing facts: Seventeen thousand houses 
in New York, average one family to each 
floor, and twenty thousand havo more than 
one. 
In one down-town square, measuring 
7011x200 feot, dwell 2,070 people, and this 
is 
by 
no means unusual. 
In many 
places the squares are almost a solid mass 
of buildings, openings being left only for 
bits of light and air. 
Thero aro eleven 
thousand dwellings in this city wedged 
between those that front on the street, aud 
theso rear buildings fairly swarm with 
human beings. 
A person who has nover 
soon one can hardly credit the stories told 
of two families occupying ono room and 
taking twelve or fourteen hoarders! Yet 
such is a common occurrence in those 
places, and it speaks volumes for tho field 
that is open to city missionaries. 
When 
tho problem of rapid transit is solved thoro 
will be a great thinning out in tho more 
respectable portions of lower New York, 
but how to better the condition of theso 
miserable quarters will still bo a puzzle, 
for the people know nothing of decent liv­ 
ing and prefer 
to hord together liko 
animals. 
*** 
It is astonishing what a hold * ‘Tho Old 
Homestead” has upon tho affections of the 
Net? York public. 
Its long run hero last 
winter was considered phenominol, and 
whoa tljo manager of tho Academy of 
Music propos9d to produce it this year, 
there was a general feeling that tho plan 
would fail, as a play can soldom survive 
one season’s popularity.

some source of delight. 
Tho continued 
success of “The Old Homestead” is such 
that tho managers nroposo to lot it run till 
tho first of June,and then, after an interim 
of twelve weeks, put it on tho stage again 
for a third year in Now York. Mr. Thomp­ 
son will spend his throe months’ vacation 
at his farm in Swanzey, N. IL, w^jch as 
“ the old homestead” itsolf, is now famous 
the country over 
A 
As is often tho caso with those who have 
acquired fame, success m Ufo camo late to 
Denman Thompson. 
He was born in a 
small Pennsylvania town in 14433, but 
when he was 14 years old his parents 
moved to Swanzey, N. H., which place lie 
has always regarded as his home. 
At 17 
young Thompson, who was a wide-awako 
and ambitious boy, left “tho old homo- 
stead’ ’ and went to Boston—then, as now, 
the “hub Of tho universe” to all New Eng­ 
land boys—filled with droams of winning 
fame and fortune. 
Attracted by the flam­ 
ing posters of a circus, ho joined its com­ 
pany, and his first summer was spent In 
developing ability as an acrobat.

This small army has for its 
use 400 trained horses, 400 engines, 1080 
miles of fire-alarm telegraph, 150,503 feet 
of hose, and corresponding amounts of 
other equipment. 
The expense to the city 
of maintaining this organization is nearly 
$2,000,000 a year, but it is an expense

JULIA AINSWORTH TELLS A PITIFUL STORY 


TO MARSHAL HOGAN.

When asked if she 
would like to

would rather go back home or go and 
take care of the children she said she 
would rather take oare of the children* 
She seemed to prefer any thing to going 
back home, It has not yet been decided 
what will be done with the girl, but 
Superintendent Kenyon will undonbted- 
y find some suitable place for her. 


To the E d ito r . 
According to the figures realized at the 
Experimental Station in raising cattle, it 
would seem futile for common farmers 
to try to raise oattle for profit. Bat lec­ 
turer on the proper raising of cattle tell 
us that we must never stint them in feed, 
but always keep them growing and thriv­ 
ing, and if we persue the formula laid down 
for us, that we shall certainly be Buoeess- 
fnl in tho persuit of oattle raising. New 
at the Experiment Station their sole aim 
was to try and induce the cattle even 
from oalves, to eat all that they could 
without gettiBg cff feed. And it seems 
that from calves there was no expense 
eaved in trying to make them monsters. 
These oattle, from calves were fed]ground 
oats, ground corn, ground corn and oats, 
ground wheat, ground barley, 
bran 
shorts, ensilage and salt, (but the cost >f 
salt; wis estimated,) also fed on paetur 
age during pasturage season—but always 
cautious to keep the young animals away 
from the Hies, and as to the watering 
perfection itself; that is, their stables ate 
so constructed that the water eau be ran 
into the troughs in front of the cattle, 
and the excess ran off immediately; also 
they are prepared to give the water at a 
desired temperature, all of their prepar­ 
ations are out of the way of poor com­ 
mon fat mer s. And on a lot of cattle that 
baa been fed at the Experiment Station 
from calves, until tney attained the age 
of two years; they could not make them 
weigh HOO. But in exteination for the 
email return for the care and expense in- 
oured, we are reminded of the fact that 
some of 
those 
calves 
were 
pur­ 
chased 
in the vicinity of Madison* 
and the balance of the lot bought in 
Jefferson county. This might by some 
be a reflection on the farmers around 
Madison but with that I have nothing to 
■ay. 
Now, Mr. Editor, I will relate an ac­ 
count of a steer fed by the writer of this. 
I purchased its dam at an auction, and aa 
a milker, a small coming two years old 
heifer, and in very poor ahapo—as soon 
as ahe calved (the first week in May) I 
took the cilf awa/ from her, and fed it 
my usual way, that is gave it what I 
thought sufficient of now milk for about 
one month, then gave it sweet skim milk 
in the ordinary and usual way, turned to 
grass as usual; no other feed ooly what I 
have mentioned. It may be proper to 
state that this little heifer I bought in 
the month of March for $30 and one year 
after, sold her as a milker for $70 to a 
Mr. Parker, of Janesville. So she proved 
to be of the milch typo of cows. Now 
as to the keep of tteer, the first winter 
was fed on the usual feed of the rest of 
the catt’e, whioh were sure to get a good

share of turnips and carrots, but never 
oil meal, malt sprouts, ootton seed meal, 
nor any of tho feeds resorted to by 
scientists. Tbe second winter I com­ 
menced to fat this steer, and since the 
time that I commenced to fatten hun 
was never out of the stable, which was a 
warm one, although we are told that a 
cold one would be preferable. I think the 
steer paid me, as he had doue for the 
butcher that bought bim, Judge Lynch, 
of Janesville. 
He afterwards told mo 
that the steer dressed 70 pounds to the 
hundred. 
I will now give an account of the kind 
of feed fed to the Hon. J. G. Blaine 
steer, a steer whose equal in weight was 
never raised iu Wisconsin. This steer, 
after walking from my place to Janes­ 
ville, weighed over twenty-three hun* 
died, without any water the day he was 
taktn to Janesville. This steer never 
sucked his dam, never ate an onnce of 
oats, bran, shorts, corn meal, or anything 
of the kind. He had been fed for growth 
and seems could not stop it; even the 
dry summer of 1887, especially here in 
LaPrairie—whether owing to the politics 
of the town, or the negleot of the moon to 
ohange I know not--we were near bnrned 
up. When scientists will raise three year 
olds to weigh more than the Jim steer, 
then I will be ready to accept their 
science as science indeed, but as long as 
they will keep feeding malt sprouts, cot­ 
ton seed meal, etc., their scientific in­ 
vestigations will be fruitless, and for ob­ 
vious reasons, bnt on a par with feeding 
blood to hogs as an experiment.
